The closest prior art of record, Quick Jr. (US 5,673,259) discloses a priority 
assignment algorithm to receive user ID. However, the reference '259, fails to disclose 
the inventive steps of "assigning additional data traffic channels for receiving data traffic 
based on an urgency factor indicative of the urgency of the data traffic to be transmitted 
wherein the urgency factor is determined using the amount of data traffic present in the 
at least one data buffer in a base station", as in claim 35.
